‘There are fow moral codes which are at the
same time so rigid in some respects, and so
olastic in others, as the code of honor, No-
body could give a very clear account of what
it contains, yet every one is ready to allow
that whetever It says Is of supreme and para-
mount authority. A New Zealander sud-
denly Introduced to civilized society would
perbaps find it as diffioult to understand the
capriclousness ol honor as to comprehend the
varleties of pronunciation in the English lan-
gusge, One day it seems (o say one thing, and
another day it speaks in a totally differcnt
tome. Oceasionally it shrinks from the very
appearance of evil, with all the fine delicacy
of n sensitive plant. Every now and then
it appears to be as rough and tough and in-
sensible as the onk itself. It is nol merely
that honor fails continually to draw the line
Just where it should be drawn, or that
fine casulsts are able to detect its incon-
sistencies. There is a much graver difficulty
than this about the case. Frequently it hap-
pens that honor turns out to be blind and deaf
altogether in one direction, while it remains
scrupulous and superstitious in another, It
pever goes about apparently without one wall-
eye, and it is a chance and accident on which
side of the road the wall-eye may be fixed. If
one had been congidering the matter a priori,
one would bave imagined that a guide so fanci-
ful and so fitful must be useless to help men to
discern good from evil, Yet, when we come
down to the region ofexperlence, we soon dis*
cover that there is no moral code which influ-
ences the conduct of human beings more uni-
versally, Dishonorable actions are quite as
pleetiful, no doubt, as blackberries upon a
hedge. Men are not, as a rule, any more
strictly honorable than they are moral or
religious; but there Is this distinction, that
men are immoral or irceliglous without re-
morse, while no one flies in honor's face with-
out teeling oshamed and degraded by what
hie has done. “Falstafl” i« commonly considered
to be a sinpular exception to the rest of his
species, in that be unblushingly reduces dis-
honor to a system, and professes to glory in
what even bad men would acknowledge to be
shame. But he only manages to defend dis-
honor against the common instinctive fealings
which condemn it, by making use of a verbal
fallacy. He confuses, in his notorious solilo-
quy, between bonor and reputation; and
then tauntingly asks whether honor can set
a leg, and whether it is any uge to him that
died yesterday. But reputation is one thing,
and honor Is another, People care for the
latter who do not value the former in the
least. Many a cynic or a skeptic who
regards present or posthumous fame as an
idle breath, obeys rigidly, in his private lite,
those maxims which are peculiarly supposed
to govern the conduct and manners of a gen-
tleman. It is true that honor cannot perlorm
a surgical operation, but it is equally true
that no one can live in comlort or peace with
his fellaws who openly acknowledged no alle-
giance to honorable ideas, There is no honor

the code of honor,

The explanation of all this V'es in the origin
of the modern tdea of honor, and it is to this
that we must retrace our steps if we desire to
understand what is otherwise Inexplicable.
Historically, one may go back to the days
when a semi-barbarous feudal nobility ruled
over a completely barbarous peasantry, and
domineered, as fur as they were able, over the
first nascent element of an industrious middle
clnss. Honor then meant what a well-armed
gentleman of degree, proud of his person and
his position, felt that he owed to his own dig-
nity. Homor in such an age had not much
necessarily in common widh the honestum of
Clcero or Horace, All that it enjoined went
a very short way beyond what might be en-
Juined by vanity or pride, The haut courage
of which Mr. Kingsley s so fond, in
its primitive form was not a very splen-
did  wvirtue, It *consisted chlefly of an
innate arrogant resolution to hold the fleld
against any single comer, and never in any
case lo give way to fear of o rival mortal
man, An indomitable temper-—stomachus
cedere nescius—was one ol honor's common
lormg, and a moral code springing from such
a personal prineiple of independence could
not but be full of glaring absurdities, none of
which would stand the test ol common sense,
Truth incidentally beeame one of the charac-
teristic good qualities of such a code, simply
because a hie, when probed to its foundation,
implies usually some sort of timidity at bot-
tom, So far as falsehood was cowardly i
was acknowledged to be objectionnble, but
where it implied no cowardice it rose to the
| position of n venial vice. Cruelty In like
manner was hardly dishonorable atgll,. Haw!
courage was quite as capable of #ula_\imr a
Jew as Mr. Kingsley is of trying to bully a
Roman Catholic pervert. The wmfluence of
women soitened and corrected this law-
less manly spirit; but chivalry, as its
name slgnifles, represented at first the
ferocious  virtues of a noble who
fought oh borseback and despised the
humbler man-at-arms who did battle upon foot.
As manners improved, the !aw of honor grew
refined along with them, but the sense of per-
sonnl dignity continued to be the dom:nant
idea which gave life to all the code, Even
among the gracious and courteous prineiples
which pervade some of the exquisite old
romances that are imbedded in the literature
of every ciyilized European country, carious
paradoxes are to be discovered, which
show that honor, at the best, was a strange
thing. The lady to whom one knight openly
proicssed a loyal love, was as oiten as not
the wife of the knight's neighbor; who, on
her part, felt no scruple at returning the Pla-
tonic passion, provided that it was confined
within Platonic bougds, Love among the
troubadours did not alfvays wear a matrimo-
nial dress. According to a fumous sentence
of the Court of Love, the mistress who
married her adorer in gaining a husband
lost a lover, and was bound in cour-
lesy to take apnother. King Matran’s wife
admits with pride and pleasure to her
wedded lord, that the couquering Roland
is the chaste object of her tancy and her
thoughts, and reminds the monarch that his
proper place is in the battle-field, and that it
18 not him to interfere with the feminine
business of romance, Angry as he is at the
announcement, Matran knows better than to
dispute the establishied doctrines of chivalry,
and leaves his queen in possession of the con-
troversial fleld. Such, in Provencal poetry,
is the law of honor ; and if “Othello” had onry
taken a lesson from the troubadours, “Desde-

mona” would have been permitted in peace to
indulgs howeall in _inﬂn(:p,l'E mYnglm 1t the
virtues and nobility of “Cassie.” What per-

gonal dignity allows, depends In every age
upon the customs of the time, and where the
customs of the time are antiquated, the law
of honor is autiquated too.

As man’s honor depends on the received
opinions about the dignity of men, woman's
honor, alier a like fashion, varies according to
the esitmate of the true mission of woman.
1t the rules of honor were entitled Lo rank as
precepts of a moral code, they would be of
universal obligation, and would know no
differénces of sex. But differences of sex in
matters that relate to honor secm to make all
the difference in the world. From a religious
or moral point of view, chastity, for nstance,
would seem to be as incumbent on the one
sex as it confessedly is upon the other. No
doubt, in the case of individuals, a lapse from
purity on the part of a woman appears to lead
to graver social consequences than a similar
masculine declension. Yel the fault in every
instance is bilateral, and if the chastity of
woman Is of importance to the world, the man
who sins against it is responsible for hall the
injury that is done to society by each indi-
vidual ofiense. Honor does not reason aceord-
ing to ethics, nor even according to logie, It
merely looks at such things according to pre-
conceived notions about o man and a woman'’s
dignity., Feminine frailty is a crime against
feminine prestige, and therefore honor pun-
Ishes It with severity, while it inflicts no like
penalty on a man’s fafling. When once it
admitted that personal dignity is the centre
round which the whole teaching of honor
revolves, honor begins to appear a moral
guide of uncertain and even questionable au-
thority. Ideas ol personal dignity require to
be pruned by reason, or they may easily be-
come o barrier and an obstacle to the pro-
gress of civilization. When they assume an
exaggerated shape, they are a nuisance and a
hindrance to the world. So far as honor i3 a
sentiment based on a rational sense of what
men and women ought to be, so far il may be
trusted ; but honor in a rude and uncultivated
lorm will scarcely carry us much beyond the
virtues of a savage, Like many other instine-
tive feelings, it is valuable when it conslsts of
a subtle sense in harmony with the latest col-
lective wisdom of mankind, but all instinctive
teelings need to be continually reformed by
the light ol judgment and ol reason to pre-
vent them from hindering that advance in
me rals which they ought to further and
nesist,
